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Elaeagnus parvifolia of Himalaya is closely allied to E. umbellata 
Thunberg of Japan, and, in order to discuss the relationship, we need more 
ample material from West China. However, so far as the materials at our 
disposal are concerned, the Himalayan plants have leaves always minutely 
stellate-hairy above, narrower calyx-tube, minutely apiculate anthers, 
copiously stellate-pilose style, and more silvery branchlets. 
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
